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FEEDING AT THE Z00.

P ——

Vartons Kinds of Food Provided for
the Animals,

Some of the Big Hay Faters—Diges-
tion Spoiled by Peannats,

Philadelphia Times,

The varions representatives of the
animal kingdom In the Zoologleal garden
consumed 88,200 59 worth of food last
yoar. This wonld make an avarage of
about 820 a day, The food consumed
runs the whole gamut from horseflesh to
pranu's, - The carnlvorous animala sub.
sist almost entlrely on horseflesh, of
which they devonr about three hundred
pounds a day. This flesh wea substituted
for beef about alx or seven years ago
and its substitatlon has eaved the as-
cloty about $4,500 a year.

FREDING THE BEASTH,

That horss meat In perfectly acceptable
to the brutes waa fully attested at feed-
Ing time Satorday. Fifteon minutes be-
fore dinner they began pacing up and
down thelr dens and lashlng their sldea
with ther long talls. As the minate
hand orept along toward 3:20 o'elock
they became more and more exclted, but
every tme a door was hesrd to open
or shut they would stop and listen In-
tently. When the clock struck the half
hoar the lona' house was in an uproar.
Every anlmal eoomed to koow that the
dinner hour had arrived. They kept
perfectly ellent while the keeper passed
along with his bucket of meat and every
animal took hls position at the front of
hls cage and grabbed between his paws
his quota of mont as it was flang In,  T'he
old blind lon, who has only two teeth
left In his head, sat up on his hannches
and recelved hls chunk of horseflash
with a gratefal gront, ““The poor old
brute would starve to death {f he had to
huatle for himself,” sald the keeper, glv-
Ing him & caressing slap on the nose with
his hand,

The llons and tigers are fed but oncea
day slx times & week and Monday s ob-
eorved as an involantary fast day by
them. Thelr meal conslsts of sbont
fifteon pounds of mest each, although a
leaser quantlty Is given to them In hos

weather., The wsmaller oarnivoreus
animals receive from eight to
ten pounds of meat a day,

The cuba are fed on mutton once or twlca
a week snd aro also glven a small quan-
tum of milk, All of the young animals
are given as much milk ss they require.
Hay Ia the largest [tem of subsistence in
the gardeq, from three and a half to four
tons being consumed every week by the
herbivorous animals, which consiitute
about one-half the Inhabitents of the
garden. The marsupials, like the kan-
garoo and opossum, are fed principally
on bread and vegetables, such as cab-
ager, potatoes, carrots, onlons and, when
possible, apples. They are also pome-
times regaled on ship bisoult.

BIEDS LARGE AND SMALL,

The large blrds, such as the ostrich,
cassowary and emu, feed on the same
diet as the marsupials and rodents, The
monkeys eat pretty much everything
that comes [n their way, but their
authorized diet conslsfs of apples, pota-
toes, bread, milk, onions and corn meal,
but the article of food they most enjoy
and Is best for them Is awest potatoes,
‘The Insectivorons birds are fed principal-
ly on prepared food and the other birdas
recelve sonked biscuit, mashed potatoes,
meal, worms and, as a dessert, hard-
botled eggs.
The elephants consume about two hun-
dred and tifty pounds of hay aplece every
day. They also recelve a portion of po-
tatoes and bread. The rhinoceros is fed
on about the same dlet, only he gets less
bread and no potatoes, The hippopota:
mus dlnes on hsy, bran, oats and cracked
corn. The giraffe subalats almest entirely
on clover hsy. All of the hay-eating ani-
male, homoever, receive a small allowance
of corn, oata and bran. The bears live
almoet enlirely on bresd and somespples,
They are inveterate beggars and eat al-
most anything that Is tossed to them,
The seals and lions sre the most daln-
ty, and, next to the elepbants, the most
expeneive feeders in the colony. Thelr
food consists entirely of first class fresh
fish, of whilch they consaome fifteen
pounds s day, The otter, cranes, storks,
pellicans and gulls are also fed on fresh
fish. The seals and otter are fed twice a
day and the hay-eating anlmals once, al-
thoogh they mansge to husband their al-
lowance, so that they can keep thelr jaws
worklng all the time. The monkeys are
suppesed to be fed but once s day, but
the liberality of visltora makes every day
a continuons feast for them,

THE MISCHIEVOUS VEANUT. .

*'The digestive organs of a zsologieal
monkey are broken down socner than
these of any other man or beast,” sald a
keeper st the garden, **Why, lock at
the steil they eat—candy, cake, frult,
buvs and pesnute, erpeclally peanuts,
which do more harm than all the rest of
the trock pat together,”

Superlntendent Brown corroborated
the keeper's words, ““The foeding of
animals by vialtors,” he sald, **does
much harm, but pesnuts more than any-
thing else, It ls Imporaible to stop i, 1t
would take one hondred policemen to
break up the costom, and by the tine
that was accomplished the people would
stop comlng., Half the time the an-
imals can't eat thelr meals on account of
the indigestible stufl given to them by
visitors,”

SOENES IN THE BARGAIN STORES,

Where People Forget Everything Else
in their Eagerness to Bay Cheaply,

Chicsgo News,

The bargain-store trade has grown to
be a distinotive feature of retail buelness,
It bas ils peculiarities not only In what
Is there for sale, butin the clasa of pa-
trona. It does not even cater to the
medlum-priced trade, but to s grade ha-
neath {t. Thoere s never a day In the
woek, except Sunday, when the bargain
stores are not thronged with a miscellan-
eous crowd of pushiog, jostling people of
both sexes, These stores are crowded
with women of every known typs of fea-
ture and every manner of dress. They
push each other so rudely that it Is a
marvel any escape without having thelr
garmenta torn from thelr bedies, Iach
ong is in search of something which may
be obtained for less than Its aclual
value. Aas the bargain stores contlnue to
thrive and the proprletors become rlch,
It Is safo to conclude that at least a fair
profit Is realized from ghe sales, and that
few of the customers rucceed in getting
any goods for less than they sre worth,
**Of course, the bargaln stores do not
boy the best class of goods to begin
with,"” said one of the merchants, “Thon
the stocks are bought in Immense quan-
tities, odds and ends are plcked up, auc-
tlon salea from fallures are watched for,
and in this way we sre enabled to offer
merchandlse for a lower figura than retail
stores that carry fine, expensive lines
and cater to the best trade, Thera Ia 1lt-
tle varlation, however, In the prices of
staple goods, such as sheetlogs, mualins,
ete. We make & run occaslonally on
somothing that we have picked up cheap*
or for advertlslng purposes sell below the
actual cost, Do we lose thereby! Not
much. Such a eale will draw a” crowd,
and nine-tenths of the number who come
buy something else.  The percentages of
profit ‘are not as high as they were,
thoogh, In 1hls line of buslness, for mar-
gins have been cut down so low by the
other grade of ehops that, in order to
keep up the character of a bargaln store,
weo are obliged to go still lower,”

*Do women who ecme here lore thelr
purses or packages often?’

They drop small packages frequently,
but there are not so many pocket-hooks
missing as there was a while agn. When
a pocket book is lest It is Invarisbly
through the carzlessness of the owner.
Theroare few professlonal pickpockets
who frequent the bargain stores now for
the survelllanze has been so close and
the punishment so rlgld for the lnst two
yours that they have been driven out,
We employ tweo girla whose sole business
it to look oat for pickpockets. Women
from the country lose thelr children more
‘frequently than apything else. There Is
seldom a dsy when some women {8 not
rushing frantically sround seeking her
child, or when we don't find eome smnll
speclmen wanderzing around crylug for its
mamma. The other day s woman wear
Ivg o red woolen shawl was raging sround
like o cyclone, Clutching her sklrts and
bellowing lastily were two small boys
about 3 and 5 years of sge. The young-
sters tripped and stumoled, but nover let
go thelr mother's ekirts, while she gave
no heed to them, bat cawght hold of
overy one In her way and screamed,
‘S a-y—hev youn seen my baby! hev you!
Eight months old with red hair, Good
graclous, whers It my babyl’

"*Well, we found the baby, She had
lald 1t down beside a pile of dress goods,
It had gone to sleep, and elther she or
some one else had carelessly thrown a
plece of gingham over it, hlding it from
sight. The mother had forgotten it and
walked away,”

““Are the wages of the clerks leas In
the bargain stores than In others?”

"There Is littlo dlfference between the
salarics pald hore and in high-priced
astores In simllar capaclties. The heada
of our departments get as good pay as
they conld In the ssme places anywhere
else, The salaries of the girls behind our
glove counter range from £7 to 810 per
week. The little cashglrls get aliout the
ssme pay that cashboys do In other
steres. The loweat psy received by any
cashgirl with ns e §2 per week, The
highest is §4 per week. The work la
harder here than In shops of different
type, and the class of costom, ss a rule,
more difficult to deal with, Complaint
ls often mado that the clerks in bargaln
stores are rude. You can't expect to
gecura the services of many refined
young ledics, even at beiter compensa-
tion than they could get elsewhere. 1f a
girlia & thorough lady in her manner,
and fs often subjected to the rudeness
ahowa so often to employes by msny cus-
tomers, she scon forgets that she msy
engounter any other class,”
